ty Treasurer. Kelly will-arrange with the 
local banks to take

salaries -on the warrants 
drawn by the county auditor. 


DEPOSIT IN BANKS. 


:The county carries on deposit In ,the 


banks nevor less than $1,000,000, which 
is in Itself the best guarantee of redemp- 
tion, but aside from this the banks will 
be glad to accept the registered treasury 
slips because they bear Interest at'the 
rate of five per cent a year and in themr 
selves are just as good an investment 
as gold bonds.

without telling him how 'he came Into 
possession of the rig, drove over 
the 


county road to sell the outfit He offered 
t at'a bargain.to a saloon man in Hay- 
ward, who chanced to be a deputy sheriff, 
and placed both men under arrest. Bur- 
rows pleaded guilty of the theft in the 
Superior Court, exonerating Gleason from 
any connection with the crime, and 'ap-- 
piled for probation. 
The case against 


Gleason -was dismissed today after Judge 
Murphey sentenced Burrows.

After reference of Burrows' case to 


Probation Officer Ruess, the prisoner de- 
clared that he had never been in trouble 
>efore. 
Investigation, however, proved 


that the prisoner served five terms In the 
penitentiary at Sing Sing, New York, for 
jrand larcen'y, the first beginning in 1873 
and the last in 1888. The fact was also

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The World's Greater Cities. " ' -

The census of the city of London, the British metropolis, which 


-vvas taken a few weeks ago, shows that it has a population of 7,252,- 
000 and that it holds the record of the world's largest city in that 
respect. Under the British system of enumerating population, the 
census is taken before midnight of the twenty-four hours/of the 
canvass. There are therefore few opportunities for error. 


London, therefore, retains the lead as the most populous city 


on the earth. New York approaches nearest to it of all the great 
cities of the world with its population,of :4,766,OOQ as the result of 
the census of 1910. Berlin, the German capital, comes third, with 
the population of 3,500,000 as the result of the recent annexation of 
populous suburbs containing 900,000 inhabitants. 
Paris held the 


third position in the roster until the recent census when the Ger- 
man capital, through the annexation of its populous: suburbs, forged 
ahead. The only hope that the French capital* has to recover --..lost- 
ground is to annex its suburbs which contain from 400,000 to 500,000' 
population, and if annexed will place it to the forefront'!'again as/the 
third dty in the world in the matter of" population. 
Unless the 


French capital annexes these suburbs she will, of course, be com- 
pelled to-surrender supremacy to the German capital and thus lower 
her own pride. Berlin became the third city in the world in the 
matter of population through the simple :act ;of the: Diet -annex- 
ing a territory embracing a population of 900,000. , As a commercial 
metropolis New York, while second .only in population, holds the 
premier position as to commerce. :It passed London, in'fact, as-aj 
.seaport in. 1908. There are other features in,its municipal.existence 
which give it a rational claim over London. -For example as a pprt. 
New York's commerce exceeded that of London'in 1908. Its' bank 
transactions exceed those of London 30 per cent. 
Its street car 


and other vehicular street service exceeded that of the British me- 
tropolis by 30 per cent and the number of -passengers carried over 
its public thoroughfares over 40 per cent. These latter facts are 
produced, however, by the differences in local economics, for a Lon- 
doner will avoid a street car fare where a New Yorker, would' not 
hesitate to incur the expense. The difference betweeri the two cities 
in this respect is, therefore, due to the indifference of-the one to 
the cost of street transportation and the close economies of the other 
in its conservation. 


In reviewing,the census returns of the population of the great 


citiesjof the world, the St. Louis Globe-Democrat makes a mistake 
in saying that there are only ten cities in the world with a popula- 
tion exceeding one million population, three of which, are in the 
United States, two in Russia and one each in England, France, Ger- 
many, Austria and Japan. It overlooks the fact, however, that 
China's capital—Peking—has a population of over 2,000,0.00, and 
that there are other cities, also, which have also a population in ex- 
cess of a million. For example, the city of Manchester,' England, 
has undoubtedly a population of over a million counting the bor- 
cugh of Salford, which is separated from the city proper only by'the 
narrow stream of the river Irvvell, for the two contained in the cen- 
sus of 1900 a joint population of over 900,000, and while they are 
technically politically separated today their joint population un- 
doubtedly exceeds a million inhabitants. They must be considered, 
however, conjointly as one city, for they are, to all intents and pur- 
poses, united in everything save in their political relations; 


Within the next twenty years (possibly within the next decade) 


Oakland may be included among the world's, cities having a million 
population. Who knows?. 
.

A Denver newspaper description of William A. Gates, a typical 


frontier gambler of the kind Bret Harte immortalized, who died re- 
cently in that city, would fit exactly the physical' appearance and 
mental and social characteristics 'of Billy Briggs, who in the sixties 
:ind the seventies was at the head of the fraternity of gamblers in 
San Francisco. Gates is described as "a silent .man always, yet of 
a pleasing personality. He was of distinguished appearance. Nearly 
six feet in height, of military carriage and forceful manner, he at- 
tracted much attention always. 
Gates is said-to have been an ex- 


ponent of the square deal." Those who were acquainted with- Billy 
Briggs will recognize how closely Gates, resembled him. Gates .is 
said to have left considerable money which he willed-.to various 
orphan asylums and a Masonic lodge in New York City and to the 
old ladies' home and an Elks' lodge in Denver.. Here again the re- 
semblance between Gates and Briggs is remarkably striking, for the 
latter had the reputation of being one of the most charitable men 
living, never turning a deaf ear to an appeal for aid, but always" 
avoiding notoriety in the giving.

Diaz has left the country, it is true, but his partisans, remain 
and, according to recent reports, they are actively plotting the early 
overthrow the new administration and the seizure of the reins of 
government by themselves..

Scores Moral Tone of the 


Playhouses. 


NEW YORK, June 8.—A severe 
ar- 


raignment of the moral and "intellectual 
tone of tho theaters in this -city is' pre- 
sented in a report issued under the au- 
spices of the Russell Sago 
foundation. 
The 
vaudeville, theaters and burlesque 
shows come in for especially harsh crit- 
icism. 
Compared to these shows, the 
regular theaters are visited by a rela- 
tively small number of patrons. 
The total number of theaters In Great- 


er New York IB given as 407. Those In 
Manhattan number .276, of which only 
thirty are rated as "flrst-class houses." 
Tho average weekly attendance at the 
275 theaters is 1,750,000, only .160,000'. of 
•which represent visitors at -the first-class 
houses. A total of nearly 
$575;000 
is 
spent weekly on theaters in this city. 


RATED "DEMORALIZING." 


Of the burlesque houses, five-sixths are 
rated as "demoralizing1 'and onfv-slxth 
as "lowering!"- Of the vaudeville houses 
three-fourths ore not "objectionable," 
one-fifth are "lowering" and only five 
per cant are "of positive value/' 
The deductions from these data! are in 


part as follows: 
"The most striking character of vau- 


deville Is simple stupidity. The; burlesque 
show Is the most undesirable type of 
show, although it rarely sinks to the luv- 
el of immorality or suggestlveness at- 
tained by occasional pl^ys at high-priced 
theaters. 
"The vaudeville mentality of ;the 'out- 


of-town' and hotel dweller sets a stand- 
ard above which the theatrical manager 
cannot pass without endangering his hold 
upon this sort of patronage. .In a word, 
tho high-priced theater is not offering 
to the well-to-do .resident of New -Ycrk 
what that clientele has a right to de- 
mand."

Berkeley 
have been Inspected; also five milk plants 
located wtthln the city' of Oakland which- 
are distributing -milk .in Berkeley, and 
seventeen, dairies located In and around 
Berkeley and j which are selling milk In 
Berkeley.

The most Important defeat found In 
the milk plants within the city 'and, In." 
fact, at all other places " where milk is 
handled, was the general lack -of 'proper 
screening of milk,- rooms to keep the files 
out of the milk. Score cards have 'been 
prepared, for all places map-acted, 
and 
written recommendations left with the 
owners to correct defective construction 
of buildings and to improve the drainage, 
cleanliness, equipment .and dairy meth- 
ods.

FOURTEEN BIG DAIRIES. 


There are about fourteen largo dair- 
ies supplying milk to Berkeley, Which are 
located in Contra Costa, Alameda. pnd 
Santa Clara-counties, and -which are-yet 
to be Inspected. 
There are also a tew 
small dairies within the city limits of 
Koffrelty that have not' yet been found. 
The dairies outside the city are given 
•written recommendations with the score 
for the dairy at the time of inspection, 
and letters are sent to the dairy owners 
later by the health officer reiterating 
the recommendations made by ."the jnilk 
Inspector and emphasizing the necessi ty 
for making the changes and 1'or improv- 
ing' "i-ho score by the time of the nexi in- 
spection. 
Tho milk dealers have accepted the 
recommendations Without complaint, with 
the exception of two; but it is safe to 
say that some of the dairymen outside

Company to Facilitate Trans- 


fer of Passengers at the 


Oakland Mole. 


That plans are complete for the im- 


provement . of the Key Route ferry sys- 
tem so that the capacity of the Oakland 
and Berkeley trains for taking on and 
letting off passengers at the mole will 
be doubled'in the near future, was ad- 
mitted by one of 'the officials of the 
United . Properties corporation 
yester-. 
day. 
The concern controls 
both the Key 
Route suburban system and the Oakland 
Traction company and it has been knawn 
for several months that a great improve^ 
ment of the former service was contem- 
plated. 


The ferry depot-and slips at the end 
of the Key Route pier are to be consid- 
erably enlarged, and with the. construc- 
tion of a solid mole of earth and con- 
crete, instead of the present pile struc- 
ture, a series of loops will be installed 
to facilitate the.handling of trains. 
The purpose of the new plan Is to do 
away with the present delay in the lefcv- 
ing and arriving of trains, which now run, 
on single. tracks and necessitates patrons' 
crossing a series of tracks to reach the 
ferryboats at the slips. 
<." 
According to the present plans trains 
will enter the depot on a loop of four or 
six tracks, stopping only long enough to 
drop and receive passengers, and then 
continue without having to be reversed 
as at present. 
The running 
time of 
trains will thus • be considerably short- 
ened.
